Therefore, 
good Queen Isabella of Spain shall have 
In this country, which is so kind to wo- 
men, a beautiful monument to be un- 
veiled in 1893. 
It seems peculiarly 


graceful and fitting that women should 
build the statue. Let the movement be 
made a national one and take in all the 
women of America. 


A Young Man's Luck. 


Mr. Qwynne R. Tompklns was a south- 


erner, and a very good looking, refined 
young man. Ho was modest, too, for a 
newspaper reporter, which he was, and 
a Orst class ono in his lino. That was re- 
porting horse races and turf matters. 
IIo began his career as a page in the 
United States senate, but drifted about 
tho world till he settled into journalism. 
Hn had tho knack of knowing the points 
of a horse naturally, and he aided this 
talent by carefully cultivating his judg- 
ment. His first prominent work in turf 
mutters was done in Washington. His 
noin do plume was "Greystone." He 
also did occasionally some work for The 
New York Evening Sun. 
Some weeks 


ago he went to Saratoga to report the 
races there. IIo left New York with 
$10 in his pocket, and "no property but 
hopes." 


The races were reported satisfactorily, 


when ono day, about four weeks after 
ho went away, ho sent in his resignation 
as turf reporter of The Evening Sun. 
Everything was smooth and fair in his 
relations with tho paper, but Mr. Tomp- 
kins wished to go into another business. 


Beginning with the $10, he had won 


between $35,000 and $80,000 on tho Sara- 
toga races, and was now going to start a 
racing stable of his own. 
Ho had won 


tho money by systematic and careful 
betting, using hia "horse sense." The 
story Is extraordinary, but true in every 
particular. Mr. Toiupkins is probably 
tho only newspaper reporter in the world 
who over had such a streak of what men 
call "luck."

Tho Great Ixmdon Strike. 


A month ago the laborers on the Lon- 


don docks knocked off work and refused 
to resume it unless they were paid 
twelve cents an hour. They had been 


Tho movement of the dock men re- 


sulted in tbe greatest labor strike of 
modern times. Other workingmen of 
kindred trades Joined the dock men, in 
London and elsewhere, till there were 
altogether 100,000 laborers idle. 
This 


involved the going hungry of at least 
iialf a million people, unless they had 
outaide aid. This they had for weeks 
from trades organizations and friends, 
and it cost $10,000 a day to feed them. 


The lot of the laborers was so hard, 


and the strike was kept within bounds 
of law and order to such a degree, that 
the sympathies of everybody except the 
dock owners were with the men. 
Their 


good behavior was owing to their own 
common sense and the consummate wis- 
dom and power of their leader, John 
Hums. He is 85 years old, a man of 
magnificent physique and strength, an 
engineer by trade, and a born leader of 
men, as he has shown. It ia to be noted 
that the fint blood in the great strike 
was shed by policemen themselves. They 
fired on and mortally wounded a striker 
who, with his mates, was preventing out- 
siders from taking up their work. 


The London docks are the largest and 


most famous in the world. It is said 
tliat 9100,000,000 have been expended on 
them. Tbe oldest dates back to 1805. 
I'Tberaare some eight or ten of the prin- 


' cijwl ones, the largest being the immense 
Batfta Albert dock. It has three miles 
.of water way and a solid mile of iron 
warehouses. 
To build it required the 


labor of 8,000 men from 1873 till the 
summer of 1880, when the dock was 
formally opened with splendid cere- 
monies. Railway cars pass over it and 
load and unload at the steamers' sides. 


The influence of the great strike was 


felt everywhere. It affected all coun- 
tries. Commerce was paralysed, loom* 
were stopped for lack of cotton, and 
•bops shut down for want of coal. The 
price of sugar, coal and many other 
commodities at once advanced. 
Six 


thousand tons of meat and millions of 
pounds of fruit lay rotting in the Thames 
tit one time. So intimately arc mankind 
bound together that 80,000 men can thus 
affect the whole world. 


Ia spite of the noise made about her 


load of farm mortgages, the figures show 
that the land mortgages of Kansas 
amount to only one-sixth as much as 
those in Onto. Kansas crops for 1889 
witt amount to 1850,000,000 in value- 
more than enough to pay all the indebt- 
edness, Kansas farm mortgages ought 
to be good investments at that rate.

She was Tory, very pretty; pure blonde, I stnrvatlon. but there was no sentimentality 


with a face like one of Raphael's cherubim, 
alnioet l*bjriah in Us round outlines, wonder- 
ing blue eyes, Bad abort, golden curl*. 
She 


was rery small, with helpless, childlike ways, 
and I wondered greatly at Carroll's choice. 


For Carroll, my grandson, orphaned In In- 


fancy, had grown to manhood under my 
care, and was a man grave and rather sedate, 
of stern rectitude, devoted to his profession, 
that of a lawyer, and the last man in tbe 
world 1 should have expected to fall a victim 
to a INI by face and childlike manner. And 
yet ho loved Agnes Lapice with the Brat true, 
strong lov» of hi* heart, and law only per- 
fection In her caressing ways.

Wo ore in the Chinese quarter of San Fran- 


cisco. Hero b a houso where a death lias oc- 
curred. A Chinese friend procures admit- 
tance for us, so that we may see something ol 
Chinese funeral customs. As soon as tbe 
breath bas left tho body professional mourn- 
ers are called in, who dock It with all tbo 
finery possible. If it is a female that has diec 
her cheeks are heavily rouged, and if tbe de- 
ceased in life was not tho owner of sufficient 
jewelry to decorate her remains with, friends 
and relatives are called upon to furnish the 
desired amount. 


U tbe weather is favorable tbe body is laid 


out on a table that Is placed In a street or 
alley adjoining the late residence of the de- 
ceased, but covered from sight with a large 
white cloth. Next to tho table holding the 
deceased is another table covered with meat, 
candies, preserved cocoanut and ginger, to- 
gether with a liberal supply of Chinese wine 
and brandy. 


Among tho funeral meats will always be 


found a pig or a hog roasted whole, the size 
of tho porcine offering being graded accord- 
Ing to the age of the deceased. 


AHOUND THE BIER. 


As soon as the body and feast are laid out 


in state, tho serious work of tho professional 
mourners commences. The number of mourn- 
ers varies according to the social standing of 
the deceased in life—from six to ten being 
the average for an adult. 


The mourners are dressed from head to 


loot in white, the face nnd head being hid 
from sight by a sort of hood.so that one can- 
not tell whether the mourners are male or 
female. 


Tho first move Is to gather round the bier 


and chant a mournful dirge, not forgetting 
o cxtul tho many virtues of the departed, 
During this time they are constantly moving 
around in a circle to prevent any evil spirit 
*rom creeping in and so getting possessiiAJsjl 
rho body. 


As soon as tho dirge is over the musicians 


commence beating tho gongs, cymbals and 
omtoms, the mourners at the same timo 
giving vent to groans, speeches and howls, 
rarylng tho proceedings by beating them- 
selves nnd others with clenched fists, pulling 
heir hair and knocking their heads against 
be adjoining building. They keep this up 
until they work themselves into a perfect 
tate of frenzy and together with the musi- 
Iniis make such an uproar that one would 
hink tbat pandemonium had broken loose. 
The object of beating the gongs, etc., Is to 
righten the devils away. In the meantime, 
every two or three minutes, handfuls of 
small pieces of paper are thrown in the air, 
over the body of the deceased, so that If by 
any chance some of the devils should get by 
tho musicians and mourners they would bo 
frightened by the pieces of paper, as they 
are supposed to represent so many good 
spirits. 


Then joss sticks, punk and incense are kept 


burning. Tho mourning and racket lust for 
at least twenty-four hours. 


THE LAST RESTING PLACE. 


The morning of the funeral the body Is 


taken from the bier, and after being stripped 
of tho ornaments and other finery is placed 
in a coffin. 
A piece of money is placed in 


the hands of the deceased, a written prayer or 
charm Is put in the nibuth, and a bottle of 
wine or brandy, together with H liberal al- 
lowance of food, is also inclosed in the coffln. 


Then an express wagon ,1, obtained and the 


food and liquor aro placed in the wagon, and 
two or more men aro continually throwing 
joss papers in the air until their burying

ground is reached. Second in tho line of the 
procession Is a wugon Illled with tho hira 
mourners, then the relatives and friends fo 
low, 
tho deceased bringing up the rear, wii 


tho exception of two nvsn » ho are detailed t 
follow behind and scatter joss papers. 


When tho grave is reached the real agon 


begins. Tbe mourners redouble their effor 
and the musicians beat their gongs, etc 
with all the power possible. The coffin 
lowered into the grave, another piece 
money is placed «[ion tho top of tho coffi 
and tho grave filled up. The money is fo 
tho purpose of paying the god of waters fa 
rowing the deceased across tbe dark waters 
It is supposed that the god of waters will b 
satisfied by merely seeing the money in th

the Gray Marc Ho Rmle at Waterloo. 


Wo flnd it asserted by the correspondent 


of a contemporary that "ho bas records of 
Arabs doing 400 miles, in India, in four con- 
secutive days, and 522 miles in six days, and 
eighty-four miles in ten hours." He adds 
tbat the legs of an Arab are better than those 
of a thoroughbred, and Kiat tbe former are 
safer on rough ground, as was well known 
and understood by Napoleon the Great, "the 
first horseman in the world," who rode an 
Arab named Marengo, "noted for that speed, 
endurance and safety in difficult places which 
are tbe pure bred Arab's great characteris- 
tics." 


In truth, there are few points connected 


with the history of "the Little Corporal" 
concerning which more errors and myths are 
indulged in by Frenchmen than as to the 
chargers which he rode in battle from 1796 to 
1813. Some of these have found their way to 
this country, and are propagated uncon 
sciously by many who ought to be bettor in- 
formed. 


THE BC.USESHOK SXUFF BOX. 


There is, for Li-Sdnce, at St. James' palace 


a snuff box mode from the hoof of Marengo, 
which bas again and again been handed 
round after dinner among the guests of offi- 
cers belonging to the Foot guards regiments 
quartered in London. On the top of the lid 
are inscribed the words: "Hoof of Marengo, 
Barb charger of Napoleon, ridden by him at 
Marengo, Austerlitz, lena, Wagrom, In the 
campaign of Russia, and finally at Water- 
loo." Inside the lid are the words: "Pre- 
sented April 8,1840, by H. W. Angerstein, 
captain Grenadier guards and lieutenant 
colonel, to his brother officers in the House- 
hold brigade." Round the hoof runs the in- 
scribed legend, "Marengo was wounded in 
the near hip at Waterloo when his great 
master was on him in the hollow road in 
advance of the French posi tion. He had been 
frequently wounded before in other battles." 


Now, 
with all duo respect to Capt Anger- 


etein, we doubt whether Napoleon rode Ma- 
rengo at any of the above named battles, ex- 
capt that from which the horse took his 
name. It is quite certain that at Austerlitz 
Napoleon was on the bock of an iron gray 
Irab stallion to whom he gave the name of 
Austerlitz, and of whom Lord Roseberry bas 
an excellent picture at his house in Berkelev 
square. This gray stallion was, we believe, 
l present sent to Napoleon from Egypt dur- 
ng the short peace which followed tbe treaty 
it Amiens in 1803. 


Again, we know from "The Conscript of 
818"—a work which, although cast In the 
orm of romance, has an historical accuracy 
n every fact and detail for which all the 
writings of MM. Erckmaun-Chatrian are 
justly celebrated—that at tho battle of Lufr 
zen and Bautzen Napoleon was mounted oh a 
gray. Finally, nothing is more indubitably 
established than that at Waterloo Napoleon 
had for his charger a gray or white mare, 
whom he called Marie, after his second wife, 
Marie Louise, and who is invariably spoken 
of in this country as Maria, There is at this 
moment in the possession of Mr. Walter Oil- 
bey a picture painted by the elder Herring 
not long after Waterloo, in which Copenha- 
gen, the chestnut charger of the Duke of 
Wellington, and Marie, the gray charger of 
Napoleon, are portrayed on the same canvas. 


THE FAMOUS WHITE HOBSE. 


Within the last few months some addition- 


al light has been thrown on the origin of the 
famous white mare bestridden by Napoleon 
at Waterloo, and also, we believe, at Lutzen 
and Bautzen and in tho campaign of 1814. It 
was on Marie, or Maria that Napoleon was 


triumph. 8ha told mo of her struggles and 
the gradual wearing off of the desire to ap- 
propriate the property of others.

What historical foundation is there for the 


poem "Barbara Frietehie"f

A 
Washington correspondent of The Baltimore 
Sun stated a few years ago that the real 
heroine of the poem was Mrs. Mary A. Quan- 
trell, and that the Quantrell family have 
letters from Whittier acknowledging the 
mistake. Mrs. Quantrell—at that time S3 
years old—did Wave a flag conspicuously, but 
was not molested in the least, though a small 
toy flag which her little daughter held was 
twice struck from her hand by a pausing 
soldier. Mr. Whittier himself has written. 
"The story came to me from sources which 1 
regarded as entirely reliable; It bad been 
published In newspapers, and hail gained 
public credence in Washington and Mary- 
land before my poem was written. 
1 had no 


reason then to doubt its accuracy, and I am 
still constrained to believe tbat it had foun- 
dation in fact"—Uppincott's Magazine.

Cue of Cats' Whiskers. 


Every one must have observed what ore 


usually called the whiskers on a cat's upper 
lip. 
The use of these in a state of nature is 


very Important They are organs of touch. 
They are attached to a bed of close glands un- 
der the skin, and each of these long and stiff 
liairs is connected with the nerves of the lip. 
The slightest contact of these whiskers with 
any surrounding object is thus felt most-dis- 
tinctly by the animal, although .the hairs 
themselves are insensible. They stand out on 
each side in tho lion as well as in the common 
cat; so that from point to point they ore 
equal to the width of the animal fe body. If 
we imagine, therefore, a lion stealing through 
a covert of wood in an imperfect light, we 
shall at once see the use of these long hairs. 
They indicate to him, through the nicest 
feeling, any obstacle which may present it- 
self to the passage of his body; they prevent 
the rustle of boughs and leaves, which would 
give warning to bis prey if he were to at- 
empt to pass through too close a bush; and 
bus, in conjunction with the soft cushions of 
iis feet and the fur upon which he treads 
the retractile claws never coming In contact 
with the ground), they enable him to move 
towards his victim with a stillness greater 
even than that of the snake, that glides along 
the grass and is not perceived till it is coiled 
round its prey.—Boston Budget.

Maria was the daughter of Hero- 
dotus, or Herodote, an English stallion im- 
ported into Germany with King Herod's 
blood in his veins,

ton rode at Waterloo, and also in the con- 
cluding year of the Peninsular war, was a 
;randson of Eclipse. It is well known that 
3Ut for the neetness ur cupvuuageu tbo j--h- 
would have been captured at the Bridge of 
3orauren, when he narrowly escaped being 
surprised and cut off by tho French cavalry. 
As he cantered up the hill, glancing back 
over his shoulder and hotly pursued by the 
most impetuous of his followers, he was loud- 
y cheered by his own troops when he re- 
ioiued them. To pretend that any Arab that 
was ever foaled could have been more valu- 
able as a charger than Copenhagen and 
kfaria would indeed be an absurdity. The

Throughout tjiese homes whew the gloom of 
a false interpretation of religion asserts it- 
self, the infernal injunction of tho Jewish 
barbarian is reproduced in tue bwish of the 
strap and the scream;: of tortured children. 


What can be moro moving, lacerating, pa- 


thetic, outrageous than the spectacle pre- 
sented to the public of the burn scena in 
which, in cold and siltnce, three little boys 
were found, on3 of whose backs had been out 
to the bouo in a dozen places by the rawhide 
of a stalwart drunken uncle? What more 
horrible than the hairy Polo beating with a 
strap shod with a buckle a little boy till his 
young lifo fled to escape tho torture? What 
more abominable and revolting than tlio 
spectacles presented at the police courts 
showing the white backs of tender girls cov- 
ered with welts, scars, and blood, inflicted 
by the hands of drunken parents? 


Tho cases developed at intervals in tho 


police courts are only suggestions, glimpses 
of the evil. There are innumerable families 
ill which blows and abuse arc an unbroken 
thing; in which they areas common as air. 
There are every where to bo seen children on 
whose faces there is a look as if one blow had 
just fallen. In tons of thousands of places 
hurt children are shrieking from the lash 
and their faces ora wet with the tears wrung 
from them by pain. 


I speak on this matter as I do for tho reason 


that I was during childhood tho constant 
victim of the switch and tbe rawhide. My 
parents were pe6plo of profound piety, con- 
scientious, irreproachable, and yot ixnbrutcd 
Jty tho conviction that to spare the rod was 
to spoil tbe child. 


This class of treatment never yet secured 


reform in either boy or girl. It makes tbe 
bad worse, and often vitiates those who 
otherwise would grow up blameless. The boy 
who is constantly subjected to tho lash be- 
comes a coward, a liar and a hypocrite. Ho 
learns to lie to escape punishment, and in 
thus doing cultivates cowardice and deceit. 


Emancipation is one of the developments 


of tho later centuries. 
For thousands- of 


years insanity, unbelief, Jieresy, w itches were 
burned, banged, eviscerated and imprisoned. 
Thought bos sinco been relieved of its chains, 
slavery and serfdom have been abolished, 
feudatories no longer exist, and to a vast ox- 
tent the domain of freedom has been en- 
larged. 


Largely exempt thus far from the beno- 


flcent work of emancipation arc the children. 
For scores of centuries human slavery held 
sway, empowered by the authority of a 
Hebrew writer; after the same fashion, the 
children of tho age are held subservient to 
the lash through the teachings of another of 
these lawgivers. It is timo that these laws 
were repealed or defied as remnants of bar- 
barous periods.—Poliuto in Chicago Herald. 
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Disinfection by Steam. 


Tho researches of Esmarcb seem to indicate 


that the destruction of bacteria by steam 
does not depend so much on tho temperature 
as upon the degree of saturat'on of the steam. 
If there is much air with it, the power of de- 
stroying organic gorms is very much dimin- 
ished. In the course of some experiments on 
the spores of the anthrax bacillus It was 
found that while suberheated steam which 
was not in a condition of saturation at a tem- 
perature of 130 degs. centigrade was unable 
to destroy the spores in half an hour, satur- 
ated steam at 100 degs. destroyed them in 
from five to ten minutes. This information 
will have to bo borne in mind in the con- 
struction of apparatus for disinfecting by 
means of steam, the uncertainty of which ia 
thus explained in a way which will enable it 
to be remedied in the future.—Now York 
Telegram.
